yet gives to me a full Survey of whatever is 
tranſacted there; and is paſſable to thoſe 
Beings who enjoy the 2 of Bliſs, but 
can no ways affect their purer Natures; as 
they alſo are to ſome Favourite Mortals, ev'n 
of your World, who are rais d up for a 
Publick Good. 
I was not a little ſurpris'd, when per- 
ceiv'd the Gentlemen, I juſt now mention'd, 
to be SPIES, come from your World, and 

Heard them talk of attempting a Robbery in 
Hell, with an Intent to Diſcover the Deſigns 
and Conduct of Lucifer ; that ſo they ic 
ruine thoſe Colonies which he has ſetled upon 
your Earth : 1 at London, and Places 
adjacent. 
Pleas'd with their Deſign, 1 reſolv'd to 

favour it as much as poſlible, and accordingly

They aſcended the Stairs, which lead to 
the Office of Aſmodat Principal Secretary of 
State to the Prince of Darkneſs.

They 
carry'd off his Hocus-Pocus Bag, with all 
the Furniture, Gc. (of which we ſhall ſay 
more, when we come to the Examination of 
JJ.

No ſooner had Afmodat Intelligence that

Afſmodat, the principal Secretary of State, 
expected nothing leſs than to be Diſcharg'd 
from his Office, if not Try'd for High-Treaſon, 
for Correſponding with the {worn Enemies of 
the Inkernal State; and he behav'd like a 
Courtier out of Favour, full of Anxiety and 
Care. ; 
Mammon, upon leading the News, look d 
as Dejected as an old Ufurer, when he hears 
a Debtor is Gone off with a conſiderable 
Sum ; or that ſome cunning Sophiſter has 
enter'd a Proceſs againſt him for Extortion 3 
or like an old, griping, unmerciful Creditor, 
when he receives a Summons to appear at the 
next Quarter-Seſſion, to be holden for the 
Relief of Inſolvent Debtors. 
Belial, who is Lord High-Steward of the 
Houſhold, Governour of the Seraglio, Oc. 
was in the utmoſt Confufion ; inſomuch, that 
being in Company with a Gang of Engliſh 
Whores, who were ſhewing Poſtures, to 
him, and ſeveral others of the ſooty Gꝛan⸗ 
dies of Hell, he ſo hurry'd Bacchus, who, 
is Yeoman of the Wine-Cellar, and was paſt 
Maudlin, alias three quarters Speed, alias almojt 
Drunk, that he forgot to turn the Cocks; fo 
that the G2andees, running out in an Hurry 
to go to the Council,. left the Doors open 5

One Black Pegg, who formerly liv'd in r 
World, and was Miſs to Quality, yet very 
Induſtrious to teach one Harry Gambol, (who 
was no other than a Tumbler to a Mountebank, 
an High-German Quack, call'd Doctor Hermo- 
 daftyl ) the Art of fhewing Poſtures. This 
Black Pegg, is now Miſs to Belial, and takes 
upon her to Inſtruct all the Dalilahs in the 
Seraglio, in the Myſteries of Lewdneſs : A- 
mongſt other Pranks which ſhe play'd that 
Night, for Diverting the Company, ſhe made 
Six of theſe Ladies, of which number her- 
ſelf was one, ſtrip into their naked Buff, (as 
they cant it;) when taking a lighted Candle, 
ſhe ſtuck it into her Backſide, (which the 
others did, in Imitation of her Whoreſbip) and 
then turning her Poſteriors upwards, told 
them, There was a noble Desk to write Billet- 
Deux on to their kept Miſtrelſes. They pro- 
ceeded to ſuch other Scenes of Debauchery, as

| Engliſh Rakes at the Heels of em, the Inha- 
7 bitants of Ppropolts concluded, that, either 
they were a Mew Set of Devils, broke out 
ö from ſome other Hell, or that they were 
Inncendiaries, come from ſome other World. 
1 on purpoſe to fire the Inhabitants of the 
CTartarian World with their Tails; as ſome 
gaaaſſerted, they had done by others in that 
1 World from whence they cage. 
7}  @WMoloch, who is Captain-General of all 
the Infernal Forces, ſeem d to ſhew ſomewhat 
= of an Air of Pleaſure, but with ſuch an horrid

Envy, peeping out of her diſmal Cave,

Jonathan was in ſuch Haſte, that he wou'd 
not have ſtay'd for the Ordinary Caravan, but 
attempted a Paſſage by Laudanum ; but was 
arreſted before he cou'd put off from Shore, 
and detain'd ſo long, that ſpecial Officers 
brought an Exeat Mundo for him; fo diſ- 
charging him out of Cuſtody, without paying 
Fees, they put him into the Caravan, in which 
he was carry'd to the Triple-Port of Tyburn ;

Woloch, upon this, ſtood up and declar'd,
